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Creditors of 2 Stimson Firms Meet 


NO BIG AMOUNT 
ASSETS FOUND 
BY RECEIVER 


Two Weeks Before Exact 
Report Will Be 
Made

TORONTO, Ont., Feb. 6,—Creditors 
of two of the 14 constituent companies 
of the G. A. Stimson and Company, 
Limited, held their first meetings here 
Thursday. The meevings failed to 
reveal any large amount of assets that 
would be made available to the credi- 
tors. Affairs of the various com- 
panies were 60 interwoven that it 
would be probably two weeks or more 
before he would be in a position to 
make an exact report, stated G. T. 
Clarkson, interim receiver. 

The interim balance sheet of the 
Toronto Bond Exchange, he said, 
would almost balance itself with a 
nominal deficit of $37,971, This, how- 
ever, was taking in the assets at book 
value.

“Tt ts @ question,” Mr, Clarkson 
said, “whether any of these Stimson 
companies made any profit at all from 
operating. It also comes to a ques- 
tion how far interest on dividends was 
paid out of capital.” 

Mr. Clarkson said it was impossible 
for him to estimate the actual value 
of the assets of the Stimson com- 
pany, which r ‘e @ voluntary assign 
ment of January 14. He warned the 
creditors to use caution in proceeding 
If litigation started between the 
creditors of the different Stimson 
companies, he said, the creditors prob- 
ebly would not get anything 

“The creditors,” he counselled 
‘ought to appoint inspectors in each of | 
the bankrupt companies, These should 
make the fullest investigation and 
then sit down and try to see if some 
way cannot be found to work out a 
way of settlement without litigation.”

old British racing car driver, Thurs 
day established a new world's auto- 
mobile speed record of 245.733 iniles 
an hour on the sands of the natural 
beach speedway here. 

Roaring twice over the course in his 
huge 1450 horsepower Bluebird ma- 
chine, he exceeded the previous 
record by 14.371 miles an hour, and 
became the first man in the world 
ever to attain a land speed of four 
miles a minute or more. 

The previous record was 23] miles 
an hour, established here in 1929 by 
the late Sir Henry Segrave, also of 
Great Britain, who later was killed 
in a motorboat accident at Lake 
Windermere 

Campbell was clocked at 246.585 
miles an hour on his first run south- 
ward over the course and on his sec- 
ond trial at 244.897. His average 
speed for the Kilometer which ts ap-| 
proximately five-eighths of a mile, 
was 246.086. The kilometer course was 
laid out within the measured mile. 
CAR HELD SAND 

Despite the fact that the beach was 
not in perfect cagdition, the giant 
racing car held to the sand and at 
no time showed tendency of getting 
off its course, 

After completing both runs, Camp- 
bell expressed disappointment that he 
had not been able to set a higher 
record. He blamed the unevenness of 
the beach and poor visibility for his 
failure to travel faster. 

“I am not satisfied with the 
record,” he said, after he had torn 
himself awey from a huge crowd of 
spectators and racing. officials who 
swarmed out onte the beach to con- 
gratulate him. 

“The car has lots more speed in it 
and I am a bit disappointed that 
conditions prevented me from going 
faster. 

“The unevenness of the beach held 
down my speed and the visibility was 
so poor that I could not do better, At 
no time during my runs could I see 
more than 300 or 350 yards because 
of the haze that hung over the course, 
My car was picking up speed all the 
time and I would have gone much 
faster than I did if conditions had 
been better.” 

MAY MAKE ANOTHER RUN 

Campbell declined to state whether 
he would make an attempt later to 
raise his own record or let it stand. 
He previously had said, ho ever, that 
he planned to make an assault upon 
the record for five kilometers and 
possibly for f've miles before his re- 
turn to England. 

Among the first to reach Campbell's 
side to congratulate him after his 
record triumph were his aunt, Mrs. 
Ethel Cumbers, and his niece, Miss 
Yvonne Middleton. They kissed him, 
When the crowd rushed out onto the 
beach, Campbell was nearly swept 
from his feet, He shook hands with 
several scores of them and after pos- 
ing for news photographers, broke 
aWay from the wild demonstration and 
drove back to his hotel in his pas- 
senger car. 

In making his first run Thursday 
Campbell took a 5% mile flying start, 
1% miles more than previous record- 
|contenders ever took, 

TREMENDOUS SPEED 

The trim, low-slung car quickly 
| gained momentum and as he threw 
the machine into high gear after a two 
or three-mile run, it fairly shot ahead | 
with a tremendous burst of speed. 
Travelling faster and faster, the car 
first came in view of spectators in the 
grandstand when it entered the of- 
ficially-measured mile. 

With a mighty roar it fiashed by 
the timing tower riding the course 
with east, and quickly disappeared in 
the heavy mist as {t sped on down to 
the south end of the beach. 

Then without waiting to change 
tires or inspect his machine, the 
driver ran up the course on his re- 
turn dash, made from south to north. 
He stopped at the south end only long 
enough to turn around, 

NEW RECORD 

After he completed his second run 
official timers announced a new record 
had been hung up and the crowd 
cheered loudly. 

Climbing out of his huge car at the 
north end of the beach, he then jump- 
ed in @ midget four-cylinder racing 
ear which he had brought with him 
from England and made two rung over 
the beach in the hope of establishing 
a new record for machines with a dis- 
placement of less than 45 cubic inches, 
but failed by six miles. The record 
for that class is 87.76 miles an hour.

FOURTEEN SECONDS; ONE MILE 


Sir Malcolm Campbell did a turn over 
the course at Daytona Beach at the rate 
of 245.73 miles per hour; rather better 
than 4 miles to the minute. The record he 
sought to break, and did break, was made 
by Sir Henry Segrave in 1929, who 
attained the respectable velocity of 231 
miles per hour. 

Our American friends profess a liking 
for fast travelling, but the success with 
which they are restraining the impulse to 
step out and show these oversea visitors 
how to get over the ground is becoming 
conspicuous. No doubt they are wa'ting 
until the “slow-going” Britishers manage 
to work up a pace that will make com- 
petition interesting. 

THE BONSPIEL 

In this unw'ntry winter all weather 
rules seem to have been reversed. It is a 
tradition of many years standing that 
about the time the curlers drift into town 
for the annual bonspiel the mercury goes 
up and the ice softens, In more than one 
recent year it has happened that a con- 
sistently cold winter has relaxed its grip 
at that untimely season and left the con- 
testants to do their contest'ng in slush 
ind water. 

Bonspiel week this year brought a 
lrop in temperature, not as yet to sub-zero 
lepths, but far enough to make better ice 
than for many weeks. That means good 
laying, keen competitions, uninterrupted 
lay, and an all-round successful meeting. 
There are fewer rinks entered than usual, 
vhich was to be expected. But the at- 
endance is large enough to show that the 
levotees of the “roarin’ game”’ have no in- 
clination to g've over because business is 
a bit slack; and quite large enough to 
euarantee a spirited struggle for every 
trophy. 


THE NEW ZEALAND HORROR 


Unlike most tragedies, the New Zea- 
land disaster grows more terrible as the 
extent of the damage is surveyed and as 
early estimates of the loss of life are 
corrected by actual count. The death I'st 
now stands at something more than a 
thousand, with several thousand injured; 
most of the victims being residents of two 
or three small towns, the largest with a 
population of only 14,000. So heavy a 
casualty list in these circumstances in- 
dicates the severity of the earthquake and 
makes it easy to understand that the 
towns were literally tumbled into ruins 
and their inhabitants left homeless. 

The district affected, that of Hawke's 
Bay, is one of the most widely-known 
sections of New Zealand. It is the coastal 
area of a region noted for its hot springs, 
colored terraces, volcanic peaks, and other 
scenic attractions. The north island, the 
scene of the calam'ty, is the “half” of the 
Dominion which contains the largest 
population and which has the greatest 
agricultural development, dairying being 
one of the main branches. Earthquakes 
are by no means rare in the district, but 
something like a half century has elapsed 
since one occurred of sever ty approach- 
ing the one of Tuesday last. 


MIXED FARMING MONEY 

Incorporation is being granted at 
Ottawa to the Dominion Agricultural 
Credit Co. Form and substance is thus 
being given to the project to create a 
national corporation whose business will 
be to finance farmers who wish to buv 
stock or engage in other branches of 
“mixed” farming, and loans for that pur- 
pose will be available in the usual course 
of things a few months hence. 

The initial capital is placed at 
$5,000,000, which can be easily increased 
should the need arise. This money ‘s to 
be used as a “revolving fund”; and re- 

aned as it is paid in by borrowers, The 
lea evidently is that the company shall 
ction permanently, and not merely as 
| temporary agent for mecting the 
immediate needs of farmers who want to 
hange oveY from wheat - growing to 
liversified farming. 

The principa] share-holders are to be 
the two transcontinental railway systems, 
banks, insurance companies, and other 
concerns which are in position to invest 
funds for a long period. The prom‘se thus 
is that there will be money available at 
all times in future for the purposes 
indicated; and that should history ever 
repeat itself the collapse of another wheat 
boom will not find thousands of farmers 
without stock and the country without 


the machinery to finance a readjustment 
of agr'culture to meet the changed 
conditions. 


“THE LABORER IS WORTHY,” ETC. 


Hon. C. H. Dunning in a recent state- 
ment said he will not re-enter public life 
unless and until the financial future’ of 
his family has been assured, From which 
it may be inferred that Mr. Dunning left 
publie life poorer than he entered it, and 
that is understood to have been the case, 


Commenting on this, Sir Thomas 
White approves Mr. Dunning’s decision 
and gives an interesting chapter from his 
own experience. Sir Thomas was Minis- 
ter of Finance of Canada for eight years. 
He states that the expenses incidental to 
the position ate up his salary and sessional 
allowance, and he left office $80,000 out 
of pocket; that he had been obliged to 
even borrow against his life insurance to 
make ends meet. 


No one, Sir Thomas says, who has 
not been through the experience can un- 
derstand what it costs to be a minister at 
Ottawa. The entertainment bill alone 
runs to more than the indemnities and the 
Salary amount to. He adds that no young 
man who has due regard to his own fu- 
ture and that of those dependent upon 
him can afford to enter public life, unless 
he is wealthy. 


This statement ought to arouse the 
interest of the public. It is a serious mat- 
ter if young men of ability are to be kept 
out of public life because that road leads 
to poverty in old age. ; 


Mr. Dunning and Sir Thomas White 
speak from opposite sides politically. They 
are both men who could not obtain or ac- 
cept money unless it came to them hon- 
estly. That is surely the type of man 
Canada needs in the administration of its 
affairs. Parliament should consider what 
they have said, and take means to,so ad- 
just matters that a man will not in future 
have to bankrupt himself in order to serve 
the country as a Minister of the Crown. + 


40 Years Ago Today 


From the files of The Edmonton Bulletin 


Since the first of November the thermometer has 
only register°d below zero on three occasions, the 
lowest being 19 below on January 15. During the 
greater part of the three months passed the weather 
has been mild and spring like. There has only been 
sufficient snow for sleighing since January com- 
menced and on Tuesday rain fell which nearly took 
the snow away.*** Such winters are not altogether a 
rarity in this region. The winter of 1877-78 had prin- 
cipally the same characteristics, The winter of 
1881-82 was mild until March. In 1888-89 there was 
abSolutely no snow and no severely cold weather,*** 
There is enough of the mernness of humanity in 
tne people of this section of the Northwest to take 
a certain amount of satisfaction in reading of the 
blizzards and zero weather injuring property and 
rendering life unpleasant in districts hundreds and 
even thousands of miles to the south and east in 
Kanses and New York, while they are enjoying skies 
as bright as those of Italy and breezes as balmy as 
those of the Isles of Greece, latitude 5314 at Edmon- 
ton, The more 80 because the northern latitude of 
the Northwest, and particularly this the most 
northerly agricultural sett‘ement in the Northwest, is 
perpetually held up cs a bugbear to thos: who turn 
their eyes in this dirsction.*** The mild winter 1s 
acceptable as an occasional visitor, but a succession 
of mild winters would make this north country as 
desert as the western states are, and are therefore 
neither desired nor desirable.

BRITISH RADIO 


The British Broadeasting Corporation through its 
official organ “The Listener” takes occasion to hand 
itself a bouquet on its series of lectures which, since 
1929, when it started its “Po nts of View” talks, have 
been a teature of its service. This year’s series on 
“Selence and Religion” has reached even greater 
popularity than those of iast year, and, moreover, 
it has become apparent that the listening public is 
becoming more and more ready to listen to eontro- 
versy, and more willing to listen to op.nions with 
which they are not in agreement, 

Among other lectures which have won a wide re- 
sponve are those under the caption “Looking Back- 
ward” and also the lectures on philosophical and 
psychological subjects. Among the speakers in this 
last named group were Prof. Macmurray and Dr. 
Cyril Burt, both of whom, says “The Listener,” have 
that gift of ,ermeating their subject with a personai- 
ity which commands the confidence of their audi- 
ence.” Each of their series ran to twelve talks, an- 
other experiment which proved a success, 

International conversations covering controversial 
discussion on current events “went over,” as did the 
dialogues on Nineteenth Century history. 

More specialized than this, although along the 
same lines, has been the work undertaken under ad- 
vice of the central council for broadcast adult edu- 
cetion, Wireless discussion groups have steadily 
grown, and the number of subseribers to the sessional 
program of talks has gone up 40,000, until it is now 
190,000, It is interesting to note in this division 
that the experiment of teaching German over the 
radio has proved that beginners can learn a foreign 
language provided they will do the necessary work 
in thelr spare time . 

Altogether it * an encouraging report for those 
who are looking t© government-owned radio as an 
instrument for giving subseribers a chance to enlarge 
thelr horizons.—-Manitoba Free Press.

Tuesday: Breakfast—Coddled eggs, Melba toast, 
stewed raisins.

*Baked Cauliflower: Remove the tough outer 
leaves and lower stalk from a medium cauliflower and 
soak in salted water and remove all dirt and insects.

Cover and bake until tender, 
adding a little boiling water if it appears too dry. 
When ready to serve, pour hot cream over, and add

The company at Sir Walter Scott's had a delight- 
ful time. The novelist was the most genial of hosts. 
Furthermore, he was prolific with anecdotes of great 
persons. 

He told one, for instance, about the Duke of Wel- 
lington, whom he had met in Paris, The Duke was 
lodged in one of the pajaces of Napoleon Bonaparte 
At that moment, too, the French emperor, languisn- 
ing at St. Helena, happened to be a prisoner mm the 
very house which formerly had been Wellington's, 
Scott said that some one asked the Duke at Paris 
what commands he wished to give regarding the dis- 
posal of affairs at St, Helena, Upon this the warrior 
broke into a laugh. 

“Only tell Bony,” he said, “that I hope he finds 
my old lodgings at Longwood as comfortable as I find 
his in the Champs Ely_ees.” 

Scott said, incidentally, that once, in speaking to 
him of the Battle of Waterloo, Wellington nad wept. 
He had explained his tears by saying: “The next 
dreai(ful thing to a battle lost is a battle won.” 

But the best anecdote of all, everyone thought, 
concerned those two old irreconclables, Dr, Samuel 
Johnson and Adam Smith. The English lexicographer, 
essayist and poet and the great Scottish political 
economist had not met before. Dr. Johnoon had little 
use for Scotchmen in general and so his manner to 
Smith lacked a good deal in cordiality, But then 
Johnson was gruff with everybody. 

Dr. Johnson opened the conversation by attack- 
ing David Hume, the historian and philosopher. 
Smith saw the intent of this. Like the author of the 
“Inquiry into the Nature and Causes of the Wealth 
of Nations,” Hume was a Scotchman, He said to him- 
self, “This attack ts meant for me.” 

He thought he would say nothing except put 
Johnson right on a matter of fact in connection with 
his statements on Hume. Nothing, however could 
have been better calculated to infuriate the a’ cratic 
Englishman. He stopped short and glared at \.a th

How do anesthetics work Why 
can We lose consclounsness and 
feel vo palm in operations? A. al. 

Considered deeply, that’s a ques 
tion for a book, and much of it 
would deal with theories; ‘or In an- 
swering it we soon come to the 
point at which we must specualte, 
But some things we know, The 
local aesthetic acts on the endings 
of the sensory nerves so that they 
do not transmit the impulses, Co- 
caine permits minor operations 
such as the extracting of a tooth, 


with slight pain, but with no effect 


on consciousness 

Nitrous, oxide gas inhaled affects 
the higher nerve centres in the 
brain and induces a brief uncon- 
sciousness, It was discovered in 1800 
and for a time was called laughing 
aroused « hilarious mood, Half 4 
century Jater came ether and chlor- 
oform, which made major opera- 
tions possible under complete anes- 
thesia. 

The chemistry and physiology of 
the process is too complex for dis- 
cussion, The important fact is that 
these general anestetics act on the 
higher centres and leaves the lowe! 
centres that attend to breathing 
and circulation unaffected, That ts 
why anesthesia is possible. So gen-

muscles, and what we call on. 
sciousness, the awareness of our 
surround! ing awake, When 
awake, sense and move and 


therein have our conscious deiny, 
So the anesthetist tests the degres 
of anesthesia by noting whether 
there is any sign Of withdrawing 
when he sharply pinches the skin 0; 
the hand; whether the arm falls 
limp when he raises it and lets go. 
The common saying, “I pinched 
myself to see whether I was awake” 
means that you were, or you could 
not do the pinching, as well as feo) 


the pain. 
The great bi of anesthetics 
results from our ving a sleep 


mechanism, which can be affected 
through the respiration (and thence 
by the blood streem) and which ac- 
tion takes effect not completely but 
throws the higher centres out of 
commission before affecting the 
lower ones. The higher centres are 
the ones through which we feel and 
move, are aware and think, All that 
goes to sleep, to deepest sleep under 
ether.

The 
market offers a wide choice for dif- 
ferent conditions, types and color of 
hair. An ideal cleanser for a normal, 
healthy head and scalp is a pure cas- 
tile, olive oil or cocoanut oll liquid 
shampoo. These shampoos are suit- 
able for blonde, ashen blonde, auburn, 
white or gray or dark hair. An effec- 
tive and refreshing cleanser for hair 
inclined to be olly is a pine liquid 
shampoo, while an invigorating, cor- 
rective shampoo for halr that is dry, 
harsh or brittle is liquid tar shampoo 
The latter shampoo is excellent for 
dandruff also. For Titian or auburn 
hair a henna shampoo and rinse may 
be used.

| HOUSE SPEECH 


One Solution to Econ- 
omic Problem 


Establishment of a provincial indus- 
trial board and the creation of a 
portfolio of industry and markets were 
proposals submitted to the legislature 
on Thursday by Col. F, C. Jamieson, 
Vv. D., K. C,, recently e'ected Jon- 
servative member for this city in 
making his maiden speech In the 
| house, 

He rose amid a generous thumping 
of desks from all sections of the house | 
and immediately got down to business 
NEED IS AMPLE 

There was ample need for indus 
trial development in this province, he 
said. With the return of the natural 
resources there came under the juris- 
diction of tht provine'al administra- 
tion a vast potential wealth. He con- 
tended that the government shoud 
give direction and leadership to the 
| development of these resources, as a 
|} result of which employment would ve 
created for all 

While he appreciated to the fullest 
extent the relief which was being car- 
ried on to relieve the existing state of 
depression, he felt that such a course 
did not go far enough, It was neces- 
sary to look to the long future: to de- 
velop industry so that the youth of 
the nation would have work and more 
work in the future 
CITIES INCREASE 

He estimated that more than 40 
percent and nearly 50 per cent of the 
provincial population resided in the 
cities, with one third of it concen- 
trated in this city and Calgary. The 
population of Alberta as given by the 
1926 census was 600,000 while careful 
estimates placed it at 650,000 now, 
although the actual figure would not 
be known until the results of a tabu- 
| lation to be carried out in the near 
| future, were known 

It was beyond dispute that the In- 
crease in population had taken place 
| largely in cities 

Without any attempt to minimize 
conditions in agricultura] centres, he 
| felt that the one half of the popula- 
tion residing in cities should receive 
the same consideration, Many now 
living in urban centres had recently 
come from rural parts to earn their 
living. He didn’t think it was neces- 
sary to apply to farmer members for 
help to townsmen, 

The big point as he saw it was that 
the large body of people unemployed 
|}coud not find jobs in the United 
|S ates or at the coast and therefore 
| must remain here and be unemployed, 
| Thus it was time for leadership and 
| government action in combatting che 
| situation. It was the obvious duty of 
| the Dominion and provincial govern- 
| ments to take such steps as might 
be necessary to prevent actual suf- 
fering. Relief work and direct re- 
Nef were alright, but they were not 
| Rood enough. He was not Seifisn 
enough to think that all proposals 
could be achieved immediately but he 
| felt a start should be made, 
| ONE WAY OUT 
| Encouragement of industry was one 
| Way out and this with the seeking of 
| new markets to provide an outlet for 
wheat would be of inestimable value | 
In righting the situation, 

He said that figures obtained from 
reliable source showed that manufac- 
| tured products here reached a high 
figure and about 20 per cent. of the 
value of the whole went into wags 
which when out into circulation at 
least to a large extent found their 
| way back to rural centres.

White Trappers”

Unequal Rights

FORT SMITH, Feb. 6—White trap- 
pers in the north are protesting 
against Indians and halfbreeds trap- 
ping on other lands than their own, 
this condition being brought about by 
a recent announcement that Indians 
and halfbreed residenetnts would be 
allowed to take 15 beaver each, result- 
ing in overlapping on the trap lines. 

The white trapper feels that to allow 
Indians and halfbreeds the right to 
hunt beaver and to deny that privilege 
to white trappers is unfair, especially 
es the latter have to pay a heavy 
license fee for the first four years of 
their trapping in the North-West Ter- 
ritories. An Indian is allowed to go 
anywhere to trap, while the white man 
goes to great expense and labor in 
making trails and cutting his own 
lines. Very few Indians do any of 
this work for themselves,

In 1927, he said, two efforts had 
been made in this province to Invoke 
the aid of an Elizabethan law by 
which permission could be obtained to 
bring suit “in pauperis.” Both were 
granted, but in one case an appeal 
was launched by the defence with the 
result that the application was ulti- 
mately refused. 

Oue of ive points dwelt on by the 
defence in the dismissed application 
was that conditions in Alberta were 
such that it was never lawfully justi- 
fiable to have a state of poverty and 
he contended that in dismissing the 
&pplication the appellate division of 
the Supreme court had subscribed to 
this view 

If this view were correct, he said, 
then the giving of unemployment re- 
lief was condoning a felony. 

But, claimed, Mr. Gibbs, even in Al- 
berta poverty did sometimes exist as 
could be evidenced by those who trav- 
elled over the province. There were 
thousands of cases where lack of 
funds precluded a worker obtaining 
justice in wage claims, actions under 
lien acts and other cases, 

Calling together of the agricultural 
committee of the house was advocated 
by Mr. Gibbs to act more or less in 
the form of a court of appeal or court 
of review in workmen's compensation 
cases. 

Mr, Gibbs paid a warm tribute to 
Hon. Perren Baker, minister of educa- 
tion, for the kindness and considera- 
tion given the Canadian teachers on 
the occasion of their visit here.

Dr. R. C. Wallace Says 
Teachers Need Plenty 


of Training 


The real necessities for the adequate 
training of young children in school, 
and the important part played by the 
teachers in moulding the minds of the 
younger students, were points dealt 
with in an address which Dr, R, C. 
Wallace, president of the University 
of Alberta, gave before an auditorium 
crowded with delegates to the annual 
convention of the Alberta School 
Trustees’ Association, which finished 
its second day of sessions in the Me- 
Dougall United Chureh Thursday. 

Dr, Wallace said the period of train- 
ing for teachers who were to under- 
take such a tremendous task was too 
short. A Grade 11 education and a 
year at Normal school was not enough, 
he said, “The marvel is not that the 
teachers’ task is not done well, but 
that it is done as exceedingly well as 
it is,” said the University president 


VITAL SUBJECTS 


Centering his discussion on the 
molding of environment, he sald that 
this process had been going on for 
centuries, as had also the building up 
of social relationship and virtues. 
Important material for the young 
brain, he said, was a study of the 
history of the human race, geography, 
the history of industrial civilization, 
and the’ history of peoples. Scholars 
were better able to fit in with their 
human surroundings if they studied 
civics, economies, and the growth of 
the machinery of government, he said, 

Dr. Wallace was also of the opinion

Bchool enrolment in Alberta in 1930 
totailed 168,000, an increase of 3,226 
over the previous year, according to a 
statement made in the legislature on 
Thursday during his address in the 
debate on the Sueech from the Throne. 

The Minister replying to statements 
made by various opposition speakers 
who preceded him in the debate, took 


advantage of the occasion to bring | Grade 


forward statistics to show that Alberta 


was not lagging as regards educational 
progress, 


79 NEW DISTRICTS 


In 1930 organized school districts 
had increased by 79, he said, which 
was the highest single year’s increase 
since 1921, The low point in organiza- 
tion had been reached in 1925 when 
only 22 new districts came into being. 

During 1930, there were in operation 
a total of 5,558 classrooms, an in- 
crease of 213 over the previous year, 

A maiter over which the province 
should feel well satisfied, he said, was 
that the number of pupils leaving 
school at 15 years of age, that is, be- 
fore they had completed their educa- 
tion or before leaving Grade VIII had 
shown a steady decrease over the last 
10 years. The number finishing with- 
out going beyond Grade VIII was also 
decreasing. 

In 1930 there were 89 such pupils 
leaving at age 15 before oe 
their education and going yon 
Iv. In 1022 there were 514 


In 1930, Grade VIII examinations 
Were written in 1,948 rural schoo!s, an 
increase of 144 over the previous year, 
while in 1921 the total was 886. There 
had, therefore, been an increase of 
1,062 or a percentage increase of more 
than 100. In Grade IX there were 
930 schools conducted departmental 
exams, or an increase of 89 over 1929 
Grade X exams had been held in 358 
schools, 

The Minister took great pleasure 
in giving the house some figures on 
high school education, which he said 
were significant. 


| QUICK GROWTH 


Tn 1920 6.7 per cent of the total 
school enrolment was in high schools. 
By 1929 this had grown to 11.78 per 
cent and in 1930 to 12.66 per cent. In 
the three year period 1927-1929 in- 
clusive, high sehool enrolment had 
increased by 34 per cent 

These figures the Minister felt as- 
sured, would convince his critics that 
“in spite of it not because of” the ad- 
ministration, education spoke for itseif 


and was making 

In addition, the curriculum was de- 
signed to please and serve as many 
different requirements as possible 
There were six different courses pro- 
vided and every school board was 
authorized to put on all if they so de- 
sired, 

PAY PART SALARY 

Technical education had _ received 
much encouragement from the prov- 
ince, as would be seen from the fact 
that the government was willing to pay 
43 per cent of teachers salaries up to 
a maximum of $600 In any one year, 
Also a contribution of 25 per cent up 
to a maximum of $4,000 would be 
made for equipment.
